Practically  the  -whole  of  the  parish  is  supplied  frora  Council’s  imi-ns  fed 
from  spriiigs  and  reservoirs  owned  by  the  Couacil,  A supplement ar^v  supply?- 
In  bulk  from  Clitheroc  Corporation  is  used  as  reopiired.  Piltration  and 
chlorination  are  cerried  out  at  the  reservoirs.  The  Portficld  Ban  area  xs 
supplied  from  mains  taking  water  in  bulk  from  the  Accrington  c:  District  Ga.s 
c.  Vi^ater  Board.  Caldcrstones  mental  Hospital  a'nd  adjoining  hospital  houses 
have  a separate  direct  supply  from  the  Blackburn  Corporation  30  ins.  aqueduct.

Ilcnc  of  the  supplies  sho'ws  liabilit^r  to  plumbo- solvent  actio'ru 

Sumraer  drought  conditions  necessitated  use  of  stand-b^r  supplies  aiid  the 
irreositio-n  of  restrictions  in  use  of  water,  but  it  was  not  necessary'  to  institute 
any  form  of  ra.tioning  or  intermittent  supivly.

Bacteriological  - Ton  s.:mplcs  of  untreated  v/ater  \rere  submitted  for  examination; 
three  were  reported  a.s  unsat isfo.ctorja  Two  saaples  of  treated  v/ater  \7ere 
examined,  one  of  which  was  not  satisfactor3r  - this  v/as  remedied  by  inci-easing 
the  treatment  dosage. 

Five  samples  of  pi'oposcd  supplies  to  farm  houses  and  buildings  were  examined. 
Three  unre  reported  as  unsa.tisfactor^''. 

Chemical.  - Six  samples  were  submitted  for  examination  and  all  were  reported 
a.s  sa.t  isf ac t otj. 

In  addition  to  routine  nmintcnance , renewal  and  improvement  works, 
extensions  to  the  Council’ s mains  wei’e  carried  out  at  the  Chatburn  and  'flia-lle^r 
Housing  Sites. 

SEFEEAGF  AW  DRilrlAGE. 

The  Council  maintain  sewage  disposal  vrorlcs  and  plant  at  Whalley, 
Ca.ldorstones,  Y/isunll,  Chatburn  and  limst  Green,  as  well  as  septic  tanJcis  for 
development  at  Barraclough,  Pendleton  and  Lauab  Roe,  Whaillcy.  These  w/orks  deal 
with  se-i7age  from  the  villages  of  Whallejr,  Wiswell,  Barrow,  Chatburn,  Downham, 

Hurst  Green,  Stonyhurst  and  from  the  Calderstones  Institution. 

The  construction  of  sewers  and  sow/a^e  disposal  works  to  serve  the 
Hiu'st  Green  and  Stonj/’hurst  distr'icts  was  completed  early  in  the  ^'■ear. 


The  construction  of  sewers  s.nd  sewage  disposal  works  to  serve  the 
village  of  Chipping  wa.s  practically  completed  during  the  year. 

Schemes  for  the  construction  of  sevrerage  for  the  villa.ges  of  Pendleton 
and  Terston  have  been  prepared  b-^  the  Council’s  Consulting  Enginoer, 


The  Council’ s Consulting  Engineer  has  been  instructed  to  prejpare  a 
scheme  for  Hhalley  and  Calderstones  to  remedy;"  the  present  overloading  and 
unsat  isf  E.ctory  conditions. 

Routine  maintenance,  repair  and  improvement  of  works  ha,s  been  carried 
oux  as  required  and  as  availability,^  of  la<.bour  and  ina.teriaHs  has  periaitted.

Genera.1  Observations. 


The  Rural  Housing  Surve3^  is  not  jet  completed,  but  information  so  far 
obtained  suggests  that  the  genero.l  housing  standord  in  the  district  is  belov/ 
that  ind-icated  in  past  records.  A largo  percentage  of  dwellings  ore  old,  la,cking 
in  oaaonities,  suffering  from  general  dilo.]pidations  and,  being  constructed  of  local 
stone  T/ithout  a domp-proof  course,  are  dojnp. 

There  ere  approximately/  12  back  to  back  houses  end  9 back  to  earth  houses 
in  the  district. 

There  are  fifteen  houses  without  or  adequate  internal  wefeer  supply^,  a.nd 
10  houses  which  have  no  sepoa-'o.te  sanitary  acGOcraodation.
